FOR KEFAUVER THE DEFEAT 
MAY PROVE TO BE VICTORY 


‘The Florida preferential primary, which is basically « popularity contest, 
marked the opening of Richard Russell’s campaign for the presidency, 
but it may also have marked the beginning of its end. For while Russell 
handed Kefauver his first defeat in a primary since ‘"Kecf” launched his 
campaign, Russell won by only 346,000 to 275,000, As the candidate of 
the traditional Solid South, he was on relatively home ground (many 
Floridians originally came from adjoining Georgia) and he had a strong 
professional organization behind him. In contrast, Kefauver, hailing from 
Tennessee, was a relative damyankee in Florida. 

But Kefauver’s almost appalling sincerity, as evidenced by his maso- 
chistic willingness to go without sleep or adequate nourishment for the 
privilege of speaking anywhere or shaking hands anytime, gradually won 
over his audiences. Russell, a veteran publicservant of more than 30 years’ 
experience, made something less than an indelible impression (opposite). 
Moreover he had the disadvantage of being warmly endorsed by Florida’s 
doubtfully popular Governor Fuller Warren, a Kefauver target since the 
crime committee days. Warren renewed his old feud with Kefauver, even 
challenged him to a debate and then ran out on it (below). 

Because its population includes many ex-northerners, Florida is not a 
typical Southern state, So its reaction to Russell vs Kefauver is not nec- 
essarily an indication of how Russell will fare in other parts of the Solid 
South (whose solidity does not extend to its Republicans—see left). For 
Kefauver, however, defeat by so close a margin in Florida was close to 
avictory. Originally he had been figured to lose by three- or four-to-one.

THE REPUBLICANS AND THE SOUTH 


BOLTING ON THE LAWN 


The Mr. Republican of Texas is Henry Zweifel

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THERE ARE SIGNS OF A CHANCE FOR A REAL TWO-PARTY SYSTEM 


Senator Mundt (Rep., S. Dak.) never got 
off the ground with his hopeless scheme for 
a merger of the Republican and Southern 
Democratic parties. But he may be right 
when he says, “The key to America’s politi- 
cal future is in the South.” Our fastest-chang- 
ing region is already in a political turmoil 
which foreshadows more to come. 

The strangest and most failure-prone of 
all political machines, the Southern G.O.P., 
has had a firecracker pinned to its coattails 
by the Ike-Taft contest for delegates. For 
instance in Texas (not typically Southern, 
but what is?) the tight little Zweifel organi- 
zation is strong for Taft, but the people— 
Republicans and Democrats—seem to pre- 
fer Ike. Lacking a primary, Texas Republi- 
cans have been fighting it out during the last 
fortnight in precinct and county conven- 
tions (see picture at left). Result: a series of 
rump meetings, bolts and standoffs that may 
not be composed this side of Chicago. 

‘The standoff pattern had already been set 
in Louisiana, where the incumbent pro-Taft 
machine resorted to the most ruthless tac- 
tics—“‘brazen thievery,” Senator Tobey has 
called it—to maintain its control. One ma- 
chine-appointed ward chairman named Rob- 
ert Butler elected himself delegate while the 
rest of the meeting—four Ike men—sat help- 
lessly but vociferously by, their votes un- 
counted. An honest count in Louisiana would 
probably have sent at least 10 of 15 delegates 
to Chicago for Ike. Instead, the furious Ike- 
men must now send rival delegates and may- 
be conduct a floor fight for credentials. 

What are these Southern Republicans 
fighting so fiercely about? Like most South- 
ern politicians, they refuse to fight each other 
about Negro rights; that explains none of it. 
Like Ikemen and Taftmen elsewhere, they 
feel strongly about their respective candi- 
dates; that explains part of it. There is also 
the question of who controls the state organi- 
zation, Southern Republican parties by and 
Jarge are not really parties but little patron- 
age machines. This year the chances of a Re- 
publican president are better than usual, con- 
trol of these little machines is worth more 
than usual, and the fighting is consequently 
fiercer than usual. That explains still more 
of it—but not all, 


Next to Senator Russell the favorite can- 
didate of the South as a whole is probably 
Ike. The inroads he could make among South- 
ern Democrats already present the Republi- 
can party with a special problem: what should 
its policy be, if any, in this region where its 
future may lie? 

First, it could bid outright for the Negro 
vote, which has been growing rapidly in num- 
bers and at the same time has been steadily 


losing interest in Abe Lincoln’s party ever 
since 1932. This vote might be partly recap- 
tured if the Republicans went down the line 
for FEPC. That would be a bold gesture, but 
it probably would not hasten the day of Ne- 
gro equality. For although Negro rights are 
properly a national issue, Negro equality can 
only be achieved in the places where Negroes 
live and work. The rapid but uneven progress 
of recent years has heen largely the sum of 
state and local achievements, both in North 
and South. A strong federal hand in this rate 
of progress, besides raising troublesome po- 
licing questions, would lose the Republicans 
the support of many Southern whites who 
favor racial progress and whose work is essen- 
tial to it. 

Or, second, the Republicans could write 
off the Negro vote and try some new variant 
of the Mundt scheme. The states’ rights is- 
sue on which a Republican-Southern Demo- 
crat coalition would be based has much na- 
tional force and legitimacy. However, no 
Southern Democrat is really interested; and 
for the Republicans it would be sure death 
in the long run vially if it involved be- 
ing as “conservative” as a Dixiecrat on the 
subject of Negro rights. 

A third choice is the best. The Republi- 
cans need a strong organization in the South 
which will stand for legitimate states’ rights, 
but which will also fight within the states for 
more progress toward racial equality, 


For this purpose the established South- 
ern Republican machines are almost useless. 
They are totally uninterested in the uphill 
task of winning local elections, enlarging the 
party, or working at politics more than once 
in four years. 

In most of the Southern organizations the 
incumbents are for Taft, the rebels for Ike. If 
the latter win, they might of course then set- 
tle down and run their little patronage ma- 
chines just as they were run before. But that 
game is about played out, for the South is 
still changing fast. Some of the newer active 
Republicans—the organizers of the Repub- 
lican Southern Conference for Eisenhower, 
for instance—have other plans. One of them, 
John Pritchett of Tennessee, claims that if 
Ike is elected “the Republican party as we 
have known it in the South will be swept 
away and we will have a real two-party sys- 
tem there.” The local battles in Louisiana 
and Texas are a portent that this great re- 
form may be in sight. 

The new Southern middle class and the 
Republican party need each other, and the 
Southern Negro needs real two-party rival- 
ry for his own bargaining strength. If the 
Southern Ikemen can bring that goal nearer, 
more power to them.

Kidnaping on Koje 


Captured Reds in Korea pulled a maneuver 
that deeply disturbed—and humiliated—the 
U.S. Brig, General Francis Dodd, American 
commander of the prison camps on Koje Island, 
was imprisoned by his prisoners. As he stood 
talking to Red leaders at the entrance of a com- 
pound, Dodd was rushed, overpowered and 
carried off before U.S, guards could save him, 
‘The Reds held him for three days, bargained 
for small items like writing paper and freedom 
of communication between compounds, then 
ased him uninjured. The Army did not e 
plain the circumstances of Dodd’s capture— 
why had he been in such a foolishly exposed po- 
sition? Why had the guards been unable to help 
him? An explanation was clearly due. 

Far more serious than Dodd's case was the 
state of the truce negotiations, Having reached 
agreement with the Reds on all other major 
issues, the U.N. decided that it could not honor- 
ably compromise the last. It told the Reds that 
prisoners must be repatriated voluntarily or 
not at all. This was not an ultimatum (the phrase 
in diplomatic language was “ultimate pos 
tion”), but it was not “subject to change.” Rath- 
er than waste more words, the U.N, would sus- 
pend the talks indefinitely. Perhaps startled 
by this show of firmness, the Reds asked for 
more negotiating sessions even though they 
appeared to have nothing to

Regulation W is suspended

RED CHINA'S CAPTIVE AMERICANS 


One betrayed and tortured priest is freed, hut many more U.S. citizens remain Communist prisoners 


There are more than 200 Am 
in Red China, unable t 
Most are living in fear, some in prison. 
A few hundred of those marooned when 
the Chinese entered the Korean war have 
ed to make a piecemeal exodus. 
Late last month one who did come out, 
Father Robert W. Greene, a 40-year-old 
Indiana-born Catholic priest, stumbled 
into Hong Kong and dazedly counted off 
a crescendo of horrors that ended his 15 
years of selfless service to China. 

Tn October 1950 the Reds confined Fa- 
ther Greene to the Maryknoll mission in 
‘Tungan, Kwangsi Province, where he had 
preached and run the dispensary. Thereafter no foreigner was allowed to 
speak to him and no Chinese dared to. He lived on eggs that he bought 
in his 20 minutes of freedom each third day. Seventeen months of soli- 
tude changed abruptly April 3 when the Reds pushed him before a firing 
squad-and declared they would shoot him as a spy. Instead, they bound 
and held him against a wall with bayonets while relays of inquisit 
terrogated” him for eight days and nights. “In the bleak morning hours

the shouting of my questioners would 
8 w grow dim,” Father Greene re- 
calls. “I had to keep repeating my own 
name to hold on to reality.” In dreamlike 
exhaustion the priest once signed a paper 
only to realize later it was a “confession.” 
On Palm Sunday and again on Easter 
he was “tried” before angry mobs. Con- 
fessed bandits accused him of helping 
them. Making a trap of his mercy as a 
giver of medicine, others charged he had 
poisoned soldiers. His own cook swore 
that the priest violated all the Ten Com- 
mandments. Father Greene felt betrayed 
only when howls of “Kill him!” came from 
his own former parishioners. At last the mob heard him sentenced to be- 
heading. Prepared to die, the priest contrived to swallow a consecrated 
Host he had hidden. But, instead of killing him, the Reds marched him 
1 jeering crowds in three cities and pushed him over the border. 
Last month, after two years of secret but futile negotiations with the 
Reds, the U.S. named 42 Americans imprisoned in Red China and 19 more 
held in house arrest. The faces of 48 are shown on the following pages.

The famous son of the great French Impressionist 


writes of his father and the happy life he painted 


by JEAN RENOIR 


Pierre Auguste Renoir, who began his career as a painter of plates in a china 
factory and went on to become one of the great leaders of the French Im- 
pressionist movement, is one of the most beloved painters of our time. His 
paintings of warm, full-bodied nudes, children and sun-dappled landscapes 
are prized by collectors and are familiar to millions of people through mu- 
seums, reproductions, and many books, the latest of which, Renoir, is pub- 
lished by Harry N. Abrams. Renoir died in 1919 at the age of 78. With him 
during his last years was his son, Jean, who has since become famous in 
his own right as director of such movies as Grand Mlusion and The River. 
On these pages Jean Renoir has set down for LiFe some reminiscences of 
the life which his artist father recorded so exuberantly on his canvases 
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Jean anp Boynoop Porrrarr py RENOIR 


My most intimate meetings with my fa- 
place toward the end of his life 
ollettes, our home in the south of 
. It was 1918, my mother was dead 
and our house was no longer gay. Renoir had 
for a long time lost the use of his legs, and a 
war wound made me walk uneasily. During 
the day I watched him paint. In the evening 
we played chess or just looked at the olive 
logs burning in the fireplace. He liked to tell 
me storie: outh, and soon I considered 
the German bullet which kept me from fool- 
ing around was a great blessing. 

My father was born in 1841. He used to 
play games with the other children around 
the Tuileries, and Queen Amélie would often 
throw candies to them to keep them quiet. 
He disliked sentimentality about the good 
old days. For him the question of progress or 
no progress was secondary. Graceful trees, 
colorful flowers, beautiful girls nicely lighted 
by the sun were what really mattered. 

During the last 20 years of his life a strange 
and persistent rheumatism deprived my fa- 
ther of the use of his legs, crippled his hands. 
There is even a legend that his model had to 
tie the brush to his impotent fingers. The 
truth is that his deformed hands were still 
strong enough to hold a brush and were still 
as precise as a compass. But the rubbing of 
the handle irritated his parchmentlike skin, 
and he had to protect it with a piece of white 


linen. These skin irritations, added to his 
muscular pains, were an ordeal. His nights 
were worse than the days. He hated his bed 
—"this ridiculous invention” —and he won- 
dered why modern science was so interested 
in preserving patriarchs like “pickles in jars.” 
But such complaints were for the early morn- 
ing or after sunset. During painting hours 
life seemed wonderful. 

Every day the schedule was the same. 
His breakfast was eaten in haste, for he was 
afraid to lose the morning light. Then the 
cook and the chauffeur carried him to his 
working place in a sedan chair, the model fol- 
lowed, carrying a big umbrella and a little 
folding easel. I was in ch: of the paintbox. 
When Renoir had found the spot where he 
intended to paint, his decisions were very 
fast: ‘‘Nenette will sit on the little slope . . . 
give her a hat . . . and she should do some- 
thing . . . read a book or comb her hair.” 

And the daily miracle took place. The 
morning sun dispensed its glorious light with 
such generosity that none of us doubted it 
was paying homage to an old friend. Renoir, 
thankful for the magnificent gift, had for- 
gotten the sleepless night and as! opened that 
paintbox he joyfully hummed a little song. 

The paintings shown here are a record of 
my father’s and our family’s life and in the 
accompanying captions I have written the 
things I best remember as I look at them.

For years Durand- 
Ruel scarcely managed to sell anything. but in 1886, when he was almost 
bankrupt, he insisted on taking a collection of Impressionist paintings to 
New York, where at last he met with some success. I remember him as 
a dignified old gentleman who was very patient with children. In my 
imagination he was like Christopher Columbus. He was the only man I 
knew who had lived in America, who had strange names on his tongue 
like Connecticut and Manhattan, And he was the first to teach me that 
the U.S. was inhabited not only by Buffalo Bill and Nick Carter. Durand- 
Ruel also introduced me to corn on the cob—a very interesting experience. 


Ay Les Collettes, when T was 15 (left), T wore a jacket 
which reminded my father of a hunter, so he had me pose with 
a gun and with Bob for a hunting dog. The gun was borrowed 
from one of our farmers. I shot it only once, killed a bird and 
was horrified. The posing sessions, which were held in the big 
studio, went on for several months but fortunately they were 
very short, I had just been given my first motor bike and I 
was impatient to go full speed through the beautiful roads of 
southern France. Father appreciated the little machine which 
shortened the 15 miles between my school and home. “It’s a 
rather honest gadget,” he said. “It’s greasy, dirty, noisy and 
it stinks, but it doesn’t try to show off like an automobile.” 


ik 1910, nine years before he died, my father painted his last self- 
portrait (opposite page), using two large mirrors. One day I broke one of 
the mirrors and, before I could replace it, the daylight was gone. Since fa- 
ther never worked in artificial light; he left the portrait as it was, saying 
he would much rather paint the opposite sex. To the very end father re- 
mained eager about life and beauty. People called on him all the time and 
he questioned them about everything that was going on. Yet he was so 
weak and thin you had a feeling that you were being confronted by little 
more than a soul. But he kept right on painting. A few days before he 
died he asked the chauffeur to bring in a bowl of anemones. As he dipped 
into his colors to paint the flowers he said he hoped his little picture would 
be a suitable card to introduce himself to the great painters of heaven.

If they 
felt obliged. maybe because of last year’s 
omission, to make some award this year, you 
might ask whether any other current Amer- 
ican play is more deserving than The Shrike. 
My answer would be no. There wasn’t any 
entirely original American play of any real 
significance on Broadway this season. 

Only a few nights ago I found myself, along 
with 3,000 other people, helpless with laugh- 
ter at some scenes in The Male Animal (next 
page). that wonderful little play by James 
Thurber and Elliott Nugent first. produced 
in 1940, With its story about a professor who 
stands up for his ideals and almost loses his 
wife to an ex-football hero, The Male Animal 
may well be America’s No. 1 domestic comedy. 

But watching 
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professor’s role which he created 12 years ago, my enjoyment was 
tempered by an uneasy feeling. This, I said to myself, is where I 
came in. Time has turned backward, and I am seeing the same plays, 
the same actors, over and over again. A look at this year’s record 
batch of revivals will show what I mean.

Paradoxically, the only producers today who can go about their 
work with gusto and afford to take risks are the very poor ones or 
the very rich.

‘The few fabulously successful concerns like Rodgers and Hammer- 
stein can indulge in new ideas, and itis to their credit that they tackle 
such unconventional shows as The King and I. 

T have barely mentioned this year’s version of the musical, Pal 
Joey, which in some ways is even better than the one I saw in 1940 
with Gene Kelly. It occurs to me that perhaps it is wrong to think 
of shows like Pal Joey and The Male Animal as revivals, but rather 
as part of a permanent library of stage and musical literature which 
we are building up for the future. Already we are beginning to re- 
alize that the popular songs of the 1920s and °30s have a permanent 
value, just as the more serious arts of that period are beginning in 
retrospect to look pretty impressive. Maybe we should stop being 
self-conscious about returning to past triumphs and take them for 
granted as a family heritage. The only thing that still worries me is 
that, with a few more bad seasons like this one, we will be using up 
the heritage without adding anything to it.

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A POLICY 
OF BOLDNESS 


THE REPUBLICANS’ FOREIGN AFFAIRS EXPERT SHOWS THAT NEITHER ARMS 
NOR MONEY ALONE—BUT ONLY WISE, PATIENT PLANNING—CAN WIN PEACE 


by JoHN Foster DULLES 


To meet its long-term strategy of encirclement and strangula- 

tion, we have adopted a series of emergency measures which are 
fantastically costly not only in money but in their warping of our 
American way of life. 

No one would begrudge the cost of what we are doing if, in fact, it 
was adequate and was ending the peril, and if there was no better way. 
Actually, our policies are inadequate in scope. They are not ending 
the peril. There is a better way. 


‘ : OVIET Communism confronts our nation with its gravest peril. 


I 


THE costs of our present policies are perilously high in money, in 
freedom and in friendships. 

The Administration’s “security policies” would this year cost us, 
in money, about 60 billion, of which about 99% goes for military pur- 
poses and for equipment (which will quickly become obsolete and 
demand replacement indefinitely). Such gigantic expenditures un- 
balance our budget and require taxes so heavy that they discourage 
incentive. They so cheapen the dollar that savings, pensions and Social 
Security reserves have already lost much of their value. 

What is worse, this concentration on military matters is—to use 
George Washington's words—"inauspicious to liberty.” It leads to 
encroachments on civil rights and transfers from the civilian to the 
military decisions which profoundly affect our domestic life and our 
foreign relations, 

We are also rapidly expending our friendships and prestige in the 
world, Increasing numbers turn away from our policies as too mi 
taristic, too costly, too erratic and too inconclusive for them to follow. 
Our far-flung, extravagant and surreptitious military projects are 
frightening many who feel that we are conducting a private feud with 
Russia, which may endanger them, rather than performing a public 
service for peace. 

All these are, indeed, perilously high costs. 

There are times when nations have to pay such costs to win a vic- 
tory and end a peril. We know that from the last two World Wars. 
But today our policies are not designed to win a victory conclusively. 

If you will think back over the past six years, you will see that our 
policies have largely involved emergency action to try to “contain” 
Soviet Communism by checking it here or blocking it there. We are 
not working, sacrificing and spending in order to be able to live with- 
out this peril—but to be able to live with it, presumably forever. 

Early in 1947 Mr. Truman announced, under emergency con 
tions, the so-called ‘Truman Doctrine” to save Greece and Turkey. 

Later in 1947 we provided emergency economic aid to France and 
Italy to meet violent Communist subversion in these countries. This 
was the first instalment of the Marshall Plan which was further devel- 
oped in 1948 to meet Soviet political warfare in Europe. 

Later in 1948 we negotiated the North Atlantic Treaty to meet 
what some thought was an imminent Soviet military threat to West- 
ern Europe. 

In 1949 we hurriedly inaugurated a Military Assistance Program 
to give the Western European countries some arms. 

Tn June 1950 we responded hastily to the North Korean attack upon 
the Republic of Korea, and we then plunged into a vast armament 
program for ourselves and for our Western allies. 

Inall these matters our actions were merely reactions to some of the 
many Soviet threats. As such, they have been reasonably successful. 
But that is only a small part of the story. Since 1945, when World 
War II fighting ended, the Soviet Communists have won control over 
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all or parts of 12 countries in Asia and Central Europe with populations 
of about 600 million. Their mood today is one of triumphant expect- 
ancy: “Which will be the next addition to our camp?” The free world 
‘Which of us will be the next victim?” 
ive policies will never end the type of sustained 
offensive which Soviet Communism is mounting; they will never end 
the peril nor bring relief from the exertions which devour our econom- 
ic, political and moral vitals. Ours are treadmill policies which, at best, 
might perhaps keep us in the same place until we drop exhausted. 
As former Ambassador Minocher R. Masani of India recently put 
the matter tersely: “Defenses seem constantly improvised—a hole 
Siegal here a leaiat sped there. , «Cleatlg tiaerercaatalinent 
is no longer enough.” The ambassador added to his reproach by recall- 
ing that of Demosthenes, addressed to the Athenians in 351 B.C.: 


Shame on you, Athenians . . . for not wishing to understand that 
in war one must not allow oneself to be at the command of events, 
but to forestall them. ... You make war against Philip like a bar- 
barian when he wrestles. . .. If you hear that Philip has attacked 
in the Chersonese, you send help there; if he is at Thermopylae, 
you run there; and if he turns aside you follow him to right and left, 
as if you were acting on his orders. Never a fixed plan, never any 
precautions; you wait for bad news before you act.

WHERE do we go from here? 

A nation with our resourcefulness should be able to devise better 
policies. But we cannot take it for granted that better policies will 
automatically result from a change of Administration. Conceivably 
policies could be worse rather than better. 

In Korea, for all our failure to deter attack, we did respond nobly 
when the attack came. President Truman’s decision that the United 
States should go to the defense of the Korean Republic was courageous, 
righteous and in the national interest. 

In Europe, thanks in great part to the commanding presence of 
General Eisenhower, we are promoting a defense community with 
political and military unity. 

In Japan, General MacArthur’s loftily conceived occupation poli- 
cies provided the foundation for a good peace, and we added sound 
security arrangements with Japan, Australia, New Zealand and the 
Philippines. 

There are a few Republicans—and some Democrats—who would 
turn their backs on all the world’s problems and wrap the United 
States in some magically “impregnable” isolation. 

Such policies would really give 100% cooperation to the Soviet 
Communist effort to encircle and isolate us, as a preliminary to a final 
assault. Once Asia, Europe, Africa and probably South America were 
consolidated against us, our plight would be desperate. 

The mere fact that such a retreat is seriously discussed shows that 
the frustration of past hopes is inducing a somewhat morbid state of 
mind which minimizes our assets pathetically and exaggerates those 
of Soviet Communism ludicrously. It assumes we are lacking strength 
rather than that we are misusing it. 

Looked at in any impartial way, we are the world’s greatest and 
strongest power. The only commodity in which we seem deficient is 
faith. In all material things we have a productivity far exceeding that 
of Russia: our steel production is about three and one half times that 
of the Soviet Union, and in aluminum, petroleum and electric power 
our superiority is even greater. Our people have a standard of edu- 
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cation, an inventive talent and a technical skill unmatched by any 
of the peoples under Soviet rule. 

On the Soviet side a dozen people in the Kremlin are attempting 
to rule 800 million human beings—while trying to conquer more. 
All except a privileged few work under conditions which sternly 
deny them the “pursuit of happiness.” Within Russia itself the 
discontent can be judged by the 15 million prisoners in forced la- 
bor camps—more than twice the membership of the Soviet Com- 
munist party. Even the leaders are suspicious of each other as each 
wonders whether the other plots his purge. 

In satellite countries, such as Poland and Czechoslovakia, the 
situation is worse, because there it is aggravated by the repression 
of patriotism. Leaders in the Czech Communist party have been 
liquidated one after another. In China the party tries to frighten 
the people into subjection by staging wholesale public executions. 

All of this reflects not strength but weakness. The “dictator- 
ship of the proletariat” is like other tyrannies that went before. 


No one has a broader bipartisan 
understanding of U.S. foreign 
policy than John Foster Dulles, 
both the foremost Republican 
spokesman on the subject and 
until recently consultant to the 
Democratic Secretary of State. 
No mere theorist, he is also an 
expert working diplomat—as 
delegate to the U.N., member of 
countless international confer= 
ences and the one man chiefly re~ 
sponsible for the Japanese Peace 
‘Treaty.

g and start thinking, the first problem to tackle 
tary one. It comes in the form of a paradox: for 
a military formula more effective than any devised 
to date—that we may no longer be so overridingly preoccupied 
with purely military necessity. 

‘The dimensions of the problem are plain: at least 3,000,000 So- 
viet soldiers regularly under arms, another 3,000,000 to 4,000,000 
in the Chinese Red armies. These forces, poised in a central area, 
could strike with massive power east, south or west at any one of 
more than 20 nations along the 20,000-mile boundary which runs 
from near Alaska down by Japan, through East Asia and South 
Asia, along the Middle and Near East to Europe and up through 
Central Europe to the North Cape. By the very existence of this 
dangerous menace, free governments are intimidated; creative ef- 
fort is paralyzed and local Communist parties can exploit mass 
fear of the Red armies’ advance. Thus do these armies serve as a 
savagely effective political weapon. 

Our military program, vast as it is, falls far short of meeting this 
threat. In Western Continental Europe, there is an intelligent ef- 
fort to build a defense community which could develop the strength 
to check on the spot such a military offensive as Soviet Russia could 
launch. This would be a historic accomplishment. But justifiable 
enthusiasm to attain it must not blind us to the fact that even the 
line thus made defensible would be only 500 of the 20,000 miles 
which is the length of the free world’s frontier with the Soviet 
world. 

Those who think only of Western Europe and of making it “im- 
pregnable”—without regard to the Near, Middle and Far East and 
Africa—are just as blind as those who think only of the United 
States and of making it “impregnable.” Policies that do not defend 
freedom in Asia are fatally defective. 

How do we defend it? Obviously, we cannot build a 20,000-mile 
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Maginot Line or match the Red armies, man for man, gun for gun 
and tank for tank at any particular time or place their general 
staff selects, To attempt that would mean real strength nowhere 
and bankruptey everywhere. 

There is one solution and only one: that is for the free world to de 
velop the will and organize the means to retaliate instantly against 
open aggression by Red armies, so that, if it occurred anywhere, we 
could and would strike back where it hurts, by means of our choosi 

‘The principle involved is as simple 
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could be made overwhelming by the creation of 
a community punishing force known to be ready 
and resolute to retaliate, in the event of any armed 
aggression, with weapons of its choosing against 
targets of its choosing at times of its choosin, 

Today atomic energy, coupled with strateg 
air and sea power, provides the community of free 
nations with vast new possibilities of organizing 
a community power to stop open aggression be- 
fore it starts and reduce, to the vanishing point, 
the risk of general war. So far these weapons are 
merely part of national arsenals for use in fighting 
general war when it has come. If that catastrophe 
occurs, it will be because we have allowed these 
new and awesome forces to become the ordinary 
killing tools of the soldier when, in the hands of the 
statesmen, they could serve as effective political 
weapons in defense of the peace. 

This does not mean that old ways of defending 
the peace should be abandoned where they can still 
be efficacious. The United States should maintain 
a strong military force of a kind befitting our re- 
sponsibilities. Western Europe, which has histor- 
ically demonstrated great military power, should 
promptly redevelop that potential, if only to re- 
store its own self-confidence and sense of self-re- 
spect. Everywhere free nations should have abil- 
ity to resist attack from within so that they will 
dare to put up sturdy resistance to Communist 
inroads. 

But these old methods are quite inadequate to 
match the 20,000-mile scope of the present mili- 
tary peril; and if we strain to make them adequate,

we shall succumb to the twin evils of militarism 
and bankruptcy. New methods of defense are need- 
ed to save the free nations from the dilemma, which 
present policies impose, of choosing between mur- 
der from without or suicide from within 

That is the enlightened and effective way to 
proceed. It is a way that we can afford to live with, 
and until there is effective international disarma- 
ment, it is the way we cannot afford to live without.

ONCE the free world has established a military 
defense, it can undertake what has been too.long 
delayed—a political offense. 

It is ironic and wrong that we who believe in the 
boundless power of human freedom should so long 
have accepted a static political role. It is also ironic 
and wrong that we who so proudly profess regard 
for the spiritual should rely so utterly on material 
defenses while the avowed materialists have been 
waging a winning war with social ideas, stirring 
humanity everywhere. 

There are three truths which we need to recall 
in these times: 

1) The dynamic prevails over the static; the 
active over the passive. We were from the begin- 
ning a vigorous, confident people, born with a 
sense of destiny and of mission. That is why we 
have grown from a small and feeble nation to our 
present stature in the world. 

2) Nonmaterial forces are more powerful than 
those that are merely material. Our dynamism 
has always been moral and intellectual rather than 
military or material. During most of our national 
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life we had only a small military establishment and during the last 
century we had to borrow money abroad to develop our expanding 
economy. But we always generated political, social and industrial 
ideas and projected them abroad where they were more explosive 
than dynamite. 

3) There is a moral or natural law not made by man which deter- 
mines right and wrong and in the long run only those who conform 
to that law will escape disaster. This law has been trampled by the 
Soviet rulers, and for that violation they can and should be made 
to pay. This will happen when we ourselves keep faith with that 
law in our practical decisions of polic 

We should let these truths work in and through us. We should be 
dynamic, we should idea: weapons; and these ideas should 
conform to moral principles. That we do this is right, for it is the 
inevitable expression of a faith—and I am confident that we still 
do have a faith. But it is also expedient in defending ourselves 
against an aggressive, imperialistic despotism. For even the present 
lines will not hold unless our purpose goes beyond confining Soviet 
Communism within its present orbit. 

Consider the situation of the 20-odd non-Western nations which 
are next door to the Soviet world. These exposed nations feel that 
they have been put in the “expendable” class, condemned in per- 
petuity to be the ramparts against which the angry waves of Soviet 
mmunism will constantly hurl themselves. They are expected to 
ive precariously, permanently barred from areas with which they 
normally should have trade, commerce and cultural relations. They 
cannot be enthusiastic about policies which would merely perpet- 
uate so hazardous and uncomfortable a position. Today they live 
close to despair because the United States, the historic leader of 
the forces of freedom, seems dedicated to the negative policy of 
“containmen: “stalemate.” 

As a matter of fact, some highly competent work is being done, 
at one place or another, to promote liberation. Obviously such ac- 
tivities do not lend themselves to public exposition. But liberation 
from the yoke of Moscow will not occur for a very long time, and 
courage in neighboring lands will not be sustained, undess the United 
States makes it publicly known that it wants and expects liberation to 
occur, The mere statement of that wish and expectation would 
change, in an electrifying way, the mood of the captive peoples. It 
would put heavy new burdens on the jailers and create new oppor- 
tunities for liberation. 

Here are some specific acts which we could take: 

1) We could make it clear, on the highest authority of the Presi- 
dent and the Congress, that U.S. policy seeks as one of its peaceful 
goals the eventual restoration of genuine independence in the na- 
tions of Europe and Asia now dominated by Moscow, and that we 
will not be a party to any “deal” confirming the rule of Soviet 
despotism over the alien peoples which it now dominates. 

2) We could welcome the creation in the free world of political
